My Spiritual Journey 

Although I could likely write pages upon pages detailing my journey in full, I will 
attempt to grasp it as best I can in the following lines. To start, I was raised in a Christian 
household as a child. My mother taught me how God is love, how he loves us all and wants us to 
be happy. My father, I would later come to find, resonates greatly with my current day outlook 
on religion/life/spirituality; we are now the best of friends. However, early on into my life 
starting around the age of 6, I began to ask very daunting questions; “But mommy, what if God 
never existed? What would there be?" Countless nights I spent staring at my ceiling, pondering 
all these answerless questions. “Who created God? Is the devil real? Does Hell really exist? 
Could God ever hate us?" From there, eventually I grew to realize many things; if all things stem 
from God, that includes time as well. This would mean that God would be timeless, uncontrolled 
by time, a singularity. An omnipresent, omniscient, omnipotent entity. This would also mean that 
He would stand as the peak of knowledge; impossible to ever climb higher than the summit, for 
there would be nothing else new to understand. Furthermore, it would mean that he would know 
exactly what would happen and why in every instance of our lives, before we even existed in 
time yet; no need for forgiveness and escape from an eternal inferno below when he knew you 
better than you could ever know yourself, setting you out on this exact path intentionally. I also 
came up with many “proofs” (nothing is ever able to be fully, truly proven nor disproven; 
everything is subjective) for the existence of God, my first following the logic behind the 
concept of infinity. It goes like this: ask yourself or another, what created the universe? “The Big 
Bang," many would say. What created the Big Bang? Now, some will say dark matter, and that 
dark matter came from quantum fluctuations.

Furthermore, we will always have 
some degree of ignorance; there will always be some level of unknown, keeping us from that 
peak of knowledge so we may have yet another step to climb, another goal to work towards ad 
infinitum. It is what makes us human, after all; what a joy it is to be stupid! As the years passed 
by, my understanding continued to bloom in hand with my undying empathy. I went through a 
few years of my life severely depressed, phasing in and out of psychosis at some points because 
of how badly I couldn't bear to face the reality before me. I had lost my mother and my 
grandmother in 2020; 2021 was likely the hardest year of my entire life. I arrived at an 
ultimatum: stay in the pit, or climb out. I chose the latter. Fast forward a year, and I now can 
fully see just how much beauty can be found in everything around me; "perception is reality," as 
it's often said, and we will never know everything, so why not perceive reality to be your idea of 


the best? Working to make life as wondrous, poetic, supreme, and divine as you can make it to 
be? We are all pieces of God, as I see it; everything in this universe of equal value (values only 
truly assigned by our subjective, mortal minds). God is an artist, we are His art, and we, too, are 
artists going on to create even more art (Him being a *He" to many as well is yet another social 
construct; many parts of history playing into that portrayed masculine image, but God holds 
many forms, it merely depends on whose eyes you're looking through - a goddess in some 
religions, many gods in others, we are all attempting to uncover what is forever unreachable 
given the same resources at our disposal, it only makes sense all religions are essentially 
identical at the core of it all).

An Essay by Hunter Brown 


As human beings, we do not simply live just to die. It is the journey 
between the two extremes, the two vices, the manifestation between absolute 
creation and absolute destruction, that grants us our immortal stories; existent in 
time, yet remembered even when no one is left to remember. We are just now 
coming to realize the basic rules of the game, learning to live without desire, to 
accept hardship as a pathway to peace, to love one another and all things, the 
living and nonliving alike, for we are within everything and everything is within 
us, art born from art. We are a system that doesn't make any sense to exist in the 
first place, for even logic itself dictating fundamental properties such as the 
dualistic nature of our reality seems to have the need to originate from something 
else too, but what then would dictate that logic needs to be born from something 
else if not logic? So perhaps this would then create an infinite chain extending ad 
infinitum of things creating other things or things creating itself, ouroboros 
taking form yet again; however, one could then ask what set this infinite chain 
into place?

Of course, however, the universe always finds its way of balancing 
everything out over time, and | believe | am acting in part with the necessary 


counteraction in which will balance our system, for | will now offer two potential 


solutions to this subtle crisis. On one end, we may choose to accept that we are 
all one in the same and that we are meant to give up our uniqueness, sharing all 
forms of art, generalizing them with labels which takes away from the personal 
aspect; however, this doesn't seem to be the right answer. On the contrary, we 
may choose to not give up so easy on our uniqueness. Instead, we can still 
accept we are all one in the same, but that we, too, are collaborators in creation 
on every level; it is not just on the global scale we create, but as nations, as 


cities, as communities, as friends, as families, as individuals. 


On every single level we create, and with all complex systems being 
formed of smaller and smaller things down to the foundations, here, we, as 
individuals, stand as the clear foundations for these groups. Much like how 
countless atoms make us up, and countless subatomic particles make up those 
atoms, and so on until the barebones are reached. Each atom in our body must 
function properly as its individual self in order for the complex system to 
function; sure, you can say that you can live without a grand number of these 
atoms, these building blocks; but remember, too, we all began as a zygote, a 
single cell, and had this cell not also carried out its function then we, at least this 
exact version of us, wouldn't be here right now. Furthermore, if all of the cells in 
our body ceased to function properly, or even just a fair percentage of them, we 
would drop dead. It all stands to be recursive, and the same goes for the very 
devices we are using to communicate with each other all around the globe 


billions and billions and billions of times per second. 


Thus, all of this to say we must continue to be ourselves on every level 
there is to be; to carry out our function of being a human, a spiritual entity having 
a human experience, ontologically parasitic to our bodies and reflected better 
than any mirror through our art, and to share our art but moderate and balance 
how much we share so there still exists secrets in the eyes of the mainstream.

My initial response to Memento (2000), for film class 3/12/2023: 


That film... blew me away. Throughout its entire runtime, you could feel Lenny's confusion beat 
for beat. You as the viewer, too, existed not in time. At the start of the film, the story was already 
over. We didn't know it then... but neither did Lenny. To the outside world with all the context, to 
us, Lenny's actions were entirely pointless; but to Lenny, every single segment regardless of 
time, regardless of context, regardless of memory, had meaning. Despite it being incredibly 
depressing given the full story and just how terrible his luck was for it to happen in the first place 
(along with him being Sammy / his wife dying because even after he killed the man who raped 
her, he still never returned to his previous self), | think the movie also holds a deeper, more 
beautiful meaning. Lenny kept pushing, despite his condition, to "believe that his actions still 
have meaning, even though [he] can't remember them"; a dream that is achieved through his 
belief, through his subjective lens into the world, his fractured timeline.

the end so they can solve the mystery, both Lenny's mystery and the mystery of Lenny, rather 
than revealing it all at the beginning and then say to the audience, "Watch this crazy guy run 
around for 2 hours, trust us"). However, putting the audience in the shoes of Lenny (this jumbled 
up mess of sequences), you grow sympathy for him, you're put on his side and want him to get 
what he wants (because you know how difficult it is to be him through these cuts out of nowhere 
and outside of time, and how unfair, how confining, how frustrating it is - "how can a person live 
like this at all?" a lot of viewers likely ask themselves). Of course, you grow to know what he 


wants is unreachable, which is shown time and time again because whenever he's right there at 


the forefront of figuring it out, the clock resets, and he's back to trying to piece together the 
puzzle from scratch again (all the while, we gain more clues regardless of the reset, whereas 
he's still always reset to zero - in which we actively are aware of, thus building more sympathy 
for him), a puzzle that didn't even exist. And through Nolan's calculated layout, that sympathy for 
some might start to grow into something more; a reflection of oneself. By this | mean we're all 
just like Lenny in a way; we tend to push for things we likely will never reach, but that pushing, 
that believing, isn't meaningless, even if the goal is simply unreachable or doesn't exist 
altogether - it's what we do when we dream, when we hope (sometimes it happens, sometimes 
it doesn't, either way, the action still occurred). What is real is what you believe in, regardless of 
what others believe in, for everything is subjective. If it is meaningful to Lenny, then it is 
objectively meaningful in his personal subjective world: "Do I believe the world is still there? Is it 
still out there? . . . Yeah." That's how it is for all of us; meaning is what we make it out to be, we 
determine the value relative to ourselves: "We all need mirrors to remind ourselves of who we 
are. I'm no different," and hence the title, Memento (a keepsake, or a reminder). This is what the 
film wants us to realize. Lenny was Sammy all along, and we were Lenny all along (in a way). 
To conclude, although both "stories" were technically already ended at the very start, (whereas 
in the opening credits Lenny holds the picture taken after killing Teddy, which in a typical 
chronological story would be placed as the final scene of this film - also, the death of Lenny's 
wife as well as the death of the man he wanted revenge on had already happened before the 
primary "timeline of the film," which you'd think would make the film pointless) the film, just like 
what Lenny held in every snippet we were taken along for, had a meaning and a purpose, even 
if the story was already over. It told a story with the ending at the beginning and it could be 
labeled just as meaningful as any other story/film. It absolutely goes to show that stories are 
more than just a "beginning, middle, and an end"; even if outside of time or beyond our normal 


familiar flow, those stories can still hold messages, and those messages have meaning. 


| had all these same mental dilemmas spiral out of control.. previous obsessions over 
the “Chris McCandless” lifestyle, and embracing nature as it is my roots, after all. 
Perhaps it was the one place | actually belonged, perhaps there | could willingly choose 
to refute my opportunity to climb the seemingly infinite hierarchy of knowledge and 
understanding, and instead resort to its simplicity and abundant beauty, perhaps wind 
up dying there just like McCandless had, and l'd consider it a life better lived than what 
most can say nowadays; hellish isolation day in and day out at your own little personal 
box down at the office, working away what life you have left as a broken record, is not 
what | want out of life at all, for that lifestyle, to me, is entirely inhuman. | likely, too, will 
someday walk something similar to the Appalachian trail... but | know for a fact | will 
ultimately result the same as you did; happiness is simple, and essentially everything 
will forever be out of your control.

1.) In which regards this new approach to the Sacred/Holy impacted or enriched your 
understanding of most religions explored during this Semester? 

I greatly enjoyed the experience in this class this semester. Although before 
coming into class I already viewed everything to be, as you described at the beginning of 
our class, to be more beautiful as a “bouquet of flowers," my time in this class has only 
further strengthened my perception of such upon the world and all things. I view 
everything even more so now to be beautiful, sacred, and divine in nature. There was a 
quote from a philosopher I read a couple years ago that went something along the lines 
of, “to say something happened without a cause would be contradictory in terms"; thus, I 
view it to only make sense for all things to share the same origin based on our reality's 
system of logic. Even if the hierarchy above us extends for perpetuity, the whole system 
is interconnected beyond our comprehension; and, even if none of us are actually 
interconnected in such a literal, creational way, we're still here experiencing one another, 
and isn't that enough of an interconnection? To share an experience? To be and be with? I 
believe so, and to further add to the point, why not view everything in our “best” possible 


light? An ineffable, beautiful light? Even if it's not the “truth”? And how are you to ever 


prove such an objective truth if such even exists, in a reality where everything is 
personal, relative, subjective? Simply put: you cannot. I believe the system was 
constructed in such a way where that is the case; to be in the moment, never knowing 
anything except that you know nothing, is something a conscious, omniscient, 
omnipresent, omnipotent God cannot experience for themself. Perception is reality; how 
you view reality is your reality, and no one else can really, truly tell you any different. We 
were gifted this ignorance so we may continue to write our own stories in the way we 
want to, judged by ourselves and one another; all we know, all we have, all we are, is 
right now. I wrote something in my personal journal about a year ago, a poem of sorts, 
and it goes like this: “The past is but a memento, the future only a dream, but right now, 
is what you choose and believe.” We have nothing, yet everything, forever and never in 
an instant right now. The fact that we exist, that anything exists at all, is a blessing 
beyond words. All religions are moral compasses to help guide oneself further along their 
own path, a path in which no one else can truly walk for them; there is no single one true 
religion, for each seeks that same ineffable truth we must attempt to discover for 
ourselves, define ourselves. All religions, all people, all things: all each a flower in one 


large, beautiful, potentially infinite, bouquet. 


2.) Draw a comprehensive comparative grid showing the differences and similarities 


between Monotheistic and Asian Religions. 
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To begin our dive into the top 4 Asian religions, let us firstly touch upon the most 
popular one. Hinduism is one of the far older religions within our world. In many of the 
different kinds of Hinduism they usually worship a single deity, a “Brahman,” however 
they still recognize other gods/goddesses (this is known as henotheism). This can be seen 
as a similarity to Christianity, Islam, and Judaism which are all monotheistic religions 
who worship one true God. One of the core principles across the many kinds of Hinduism 
is “Atman,” or the belief that every living creature has a soul and we're all a part of one 
larger soul (interconnection, how beautiful!). Hinduism also believes in reincarnation; 
take note of the swastika with four separate parts of the path to moksha/salvation (the 
hell, animal, human, and heaven states), the escaping of this cycle of rebirth achieved 
through dharma, or a code of good morality and conduct. Their attempt at reaching a 


^heaven"-like state, moksha/redemption, through good conduct has a clear connection to 


Christianity and Islam, as well. Christians, too, seek redemption through Christ the 
redeemer in order to attain heaven in the afterlife; for Muslims, it is to attain paradise by 
pursuing the truths revealed by the Ultimate Reality / Allah and the teachings of 
Muhammed / the Quran (following in line with the five pillars). Jews, however, have 
many different thoughts on an afterlife, some believing it to be forever ineffable (not as 
direct as it is labeled in the other previously mentioned religions). Since Hindus believe 
all living things have a soul, many are also vegetarian; this is similar to Islam's concepts 
on Halal and Haram meats (whether or not the animal had suffered / was offered respect 
when killed). Karma is another key principle in the religion, which indicates those who 
do good will receive good, and those who do harm will receive harm; another beautiful 
portrayal at dualism, where many similar instances can be found within all of the 
monotheistic religions, too (Heaven and Hell / God and Satan for Christians, within and 
without the covenant for Jews, and Jahannam and Paradise for Muslims). Hinduism also 
has many sacred texts such as the Vedas, which were written over a thousand years before 
the birth of Christ. Islam, Judaism, and Christianity all have sacred texts as well 
(including the other top 4 Asian religions, Buddhism, Jainism, and Sikhism, which will 
be touched upon further in the following paragraphs). 

Next, let us dive into the fundamental principles of Buddhism, the second most 
popular Asian religion under Hinduism. Buddhism essentially branched from Hinduism, 
however, their principles are by no means identical. They're most similar in their shared 
beliefs of reincarnation, karma, and one's personal journey on the path to 
enlightenment/salvation. Thus, they're similar to monotheistic religions in the same way 


as previously mentioned for Hinduism regarding these concepts. Buddhists, however, 


differentiate from Hinduism's idea of worshiping one/many gods and goddesses; 
Buddhism is non-theistic, whereas, instead, heavily focuses on the personal 
enlightenment of oneself discovered through oneself. A quote from the Buddha goes as 
follows: *No one can walk the path for you. No one can and no one may. You yourself 
must walk it." To attain such enlightenment (similar to monotheistic ideas of a heavenly 
state), you must persevere through the many illusions in life (which can be seen 
immensely similar to “the seven deadly sins" in Christianity and the other monotheistic 
religions) which is represented by the line blocking the conscious, unconscious, and 
dreamlike states of the self from attaining the point of absolute at the very top in the Om 
symbol (the Om is also a sacred incantation often repeated during meditation; the sound 
itself represents creation or the “a,” manifestation or the “u” which is only formed 
through the “a” and “m” in which we as humans lie at in many different literal and 
metaphorical/metaphysical representations, and destruction or the *m" which is dualism 
yet again at play, a truly beautiful portrayal on the concept that encompasses essentially 
everything in our reality). The Om is also used within Hinduism; however, one thing 
Hindus do not recognize that Buddhists do is the Eightfold Path. The Eightfold Path 
involves knowing the truth or the Right View, controlling one's thoughts or Right 
Mindfulness, freeing your mind of evil or Right Intention, saying nothing to hurt another 
or Right Speech, working for the wellbeing of others or Right Action, respecting life or 
Right Livelihood, resisting evil or Right Effort, and practicing meditation / the harnessing 
of control over one's mind and inner peace or Right Concentration. Essentially, it is a 
moral compass (as well as taking on the shape of a literal compass with 8 separate points 


on the wheel); these moral concepts can be found as a 1:1 with many concepts in many of 


the teachings throughout every religion mentioned in this analysis. How wonderful is 
that! 

After Buddhism, we will now touch upon Jainism. Jains follow similar codes in 
comparison to Hinduism and Buddhism, involving their own rendition similar to the 
Eightfold Path, the Three Jewels. The Three Jewels consist of Right Perception (very 
close to Buddhism's “Right View”), Right Knowledge (complete understanding of the 
elements of reality, which also involves Moksha, similar to Hinduism), and Right 
Conduct (specific codes, discipline, and vows one takes to achieve Kevala, or supreme 
wisdom / omniscience). It is known, as well, that these Three Jewels make up the 
"trinity," or the Ratnatraya. This is a direct similarity to Christianity's fundamental 
principle of the trinity as well, involving the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost/Spirit. 
The trinity in Jainism, however, is on the core moral principles of the religion instead of 
God; in Jainism, similar to Buddhism, there essentially is no known personal God to 
worship (instead, focusing on the spiritual awakening of oneself). This is where, of 
course, Jainism and Buddhism alike differentiate from monotheistic religions which 
focus heavily on one true God because there simply is no God in the religion. Jains also 
are viewed to be more hardcore than most other religious peoples, because one of their 
core principles is also “non-possessiveness.” This lack of possession also extends to 
clothing, whereas many Jains can be found on only enough food to get by or no food at 
all, meditating naked in the wilderness (their fasting can be seen as a similarity to Islam's 
Ramahdan). Although some view it to be an archaic and insane action, I personally view 
to be a very powerful, artistic, metaphysical representation on the release of one's control 


and the primitive desire to own; in reality, even our own bodies we do not truly own, for 


we are but ontological parasites to these vessels of borrowed stardust, the actions of the 
vessel but not the vessel itself. 

Finally, let us dive into Sikhism. Sikhs believe in a formless, omniscient, 
transcendent, forever-ineffable God; hence, it is also believed we will never come close 
to truly understanding the nature of such an entity. Going off of this, they believe that it 
only makes sense to ground everything you are and do in the now, right here in this world 
at this very moment. Sikhism is viewed to be a monotheistic religion, which of course 
directly correlates it to Christianity, Islam, and Judaism who all worship one God as well. 
Sikhism is based on Guru Nanak's fundamental moral teachings, which includes “God is 
One;" rejecting the caste system / no discrimination, reject the five sins within the human 
body and mind, work honestly (not swindling others for riches, also shown in the Sikhism 
group's video shown during our class), taking care of the needy / sick, practicing selfless 
service, showing kindness and compassion, looking at the world in a positive light and 
with intrinsic purpose, standing against oppression, and respecting the rights of women. 
Many of these teachings were also brought up by Jesus, Muhammed, and Abraham, 
especially those regarding God's oneness, selfless action, rejecting sin, and taking care of 


the poor. 


3.) In the light of my last links and ppt about the unique and modernist approach to religion 
of Teilhard de Chardin and Soren Kierkegaard, do you think that there will be a future for 
Religion, yes or no? 

I believe religion and what it stands for is something that is forever entangled to 
us humans; guides towards a meaning that is likely forever outside of our own 
comprehension. Kierkegaard has an eloquent take on this with his three spheres of 
existence, the aesthetic sphere (someone who lives just day-to-day, perhaps nihilist, 
believing there is no true meaning in anything), the ethical sphere (rights and wrongs, 
good and evil), and the religious sphere (a higher power beyond words, beyond good and 
evil, a connection to “God” which may be different for different people, since 
Kierkegaard believes that each religion/path one follows is unique to the individual as a 
person). I think people will continue to search for this higher power, building on, staying 
with, or diverging entirely from past religions in their own, unique, subjective way. 
Religious symbols, such as the ouroboros, have been around for thousands and thousands 
of years, written on the walls of some ancient caves; the search for a meaning beyond our 
senses is something that's built into our foundations, thousands of years before and likely 
thousands of years more. Like Kierkegaard, however, I too see the ongoing issue of 
false-faithhood / authenticity of religions such as Christianity where it has become a 
business to many nowadays, a far-cry from the true, original teachings of Jesus Christ. 
Tying in race with religion is abhorrent as well; Christ likely was actually of darker skin 
being born in the Middle East / near the equator (as this is just how biology works) and 
not the blue-eyed, caucasian Jesus seen today in the homes of many, yet if you were to 


bring the idea of such to some they would feel heavily offended despite the race not 


actually mattering at all: it should be entirely about the message of goodness, the true 
core, not any other construct or nonsense. However, I believe the core of religion will 
always survive through those who attempt to intentionally or unintentionally deface it, for 
just like the duality represented in so many religions, where there are people who falsely 
represent the religion, there will always be those who properly represent it as well (good 
and evil always at war, and in the middle is where we must try to meet, or beyond the 
binary system altogether, somewhere ineffable; where we stand is entirely our choice to 
make). Pierre Teilhard de Chardin”s concept of the “noosphere” and the “omega point” 
astronomically resonate with me, as they put terms to ideas I've had for a couple or so 
years now. I believe that someday, it is possible for us all to “converge” into this so-called 
“omega point" in which, through our already present interconnectedness, we become all 
the more “one” and enlightened as the system in its entirety. It is something that fuels me 
with passion beyond words, and it is something I mentioned in my first paper in this 
class, my spiritual journey. I wish to “share” my enlightenment, that is, to spread the 
message on how beautiful our reality truly is, how wonderful it is that we're gifted 
perpetual ignorance, and that all has no point in not being fully honest with oneself and 
another, and that we all can find our own truths and peace through ourselves (no 
materialistic ownership needed). So, I believe religion will continue the way it has and 
not perish (even atheism can be seen as a form of religion, for it is one's own truth still), 
until we potentially, someday, reach that omega point, where the noosphere completely 
converges into a singularity of sorts (whether it be metaphorically represented as such, or 
literally through our minds taking on digital forms, I simply cannot say at all right now). 


To be in the moment, to be a finite being, too, is one of the greatest gifts ever; thus, it 


only truly makes sense for there to be an end to the story, the end to the cycle, such as is 
for moksha/enlightenment/heaven, for us all to become one in the end, one way or 
another, or perhaps in no way, or in every way ever. 


How wonderfully beautiful it is to be. Something I am ineffably grateful for.

"The question has two parts. Why only one Buddha? This is only in the 


Theravada. In other Buddhist schools two, five, or up to millions of 


Buddhas can be seen. Two in the White Lotus, Five in the five Buddha 


Mandala (featuring Vairocana Tathagata, Aksobhya Tathagata, Ratnasambhava 
Tathagata, Amitabha Tathagata, and Amoghasiddhi Tathagata), and an 


infinite number in the Avatamsaka Sütra. Most non-Theravadin schools 


accept th xistence of multiple Buddhists." 


"Five Buddha Mandala painted by Dharmacari Aloka The second part is why 
ethnically North Indian? Artists in different countries tend to depict the 
Buddha as having features similar to their own ethnic group, and besides 


have nationally distinctive styles, so one can usually tell say a Khmer 


Buddha from a Chinese, or a Tibetan. Many of the Buddhist artists (the 


image is by my colleague Dharmacari Aloka) I know paint the Buddha as 


similar to themselves - since most of the artists I know are English or 


Kiwis, their paintings tend to look Anglo-Saxon. But there's nothing to 


Stop, say someone of African descent portraying the Buddha as African." 


"And of course there is some cross over. So Khmer artists tend to portray 


solitary Buddhas but with Khmer features, whereas Tibetans portray many 


Buddhas with Tibetan features. For some artists it makes sense to portray 


Gautama Buddha as an Indian because it seems more historically authentic, 


though of course we do not know the ethnic identity of Buddha - it's 


possible the Sakyas originally came from Iran for example." 


"So one finds now at this stage, the Ideal Buddha divided into two 


figures, one male, one female, inseparably united. And these two figures 


thus united are sometimes symbolised by the Vajra, or Dorje, and the 


Lotus. Or by the Vajra, or Dorje, and the Bell. But we've not yet reached 


the end of the development. Not only does the Archetypal Buddha divide in 


this way, into two figures, male, female, sexually united, but all the 


other four Buddhas similarly divide. So now we've got not just five 


Buddhas, but ten Buddhas. We've got five so-called male Buddhas, and five 


so-called female Buddhas, and the female Buddhas are regarded as the 


consorts of the male Buddhas. As spiritually united with them. So now a 


few words about each of these so-called female Buddhas in turn. After that 


we'll just refer to the final development in this five-fold, or now 


ten-fold symbolic pattern, and then conclude." 


"The first of the female Buddhas is Akashadatesvari. She is the consort of 


Vairocana, the white Buddha, the Buddha of the centre. Akashadatesvari. 


And her name means, 'The Sovereign Lady of the Sphere of Infinite Space.' 


We recollect that Vairocana himself is the Sun, the 'Sun Buddha', he's the 


Sun of the Whole Cosmos, the whole spiritual cosmos. He's radiating light, 


radiating heat in all directions. The light of Wisdom, the heat of Love. 


And Akashadatesvari, the Lady, the Sovereign Lady of the Sphere of 


Infinite Space, she represents, sh mbodies the infinite space through 
which the rays of the light of Vairocana fall. She represents unlimited 
Spiritual receptivity. Or she represents the whole of the phenomenal 


world, the whole of the phenomenal universe, as pervaded, completely 


pervaded, absolutely pervaded, by the influence, by the influence if you 


like of the Absolute. In the language of 'The Awakening of Faith' she 


represents the whole of phenomenal existence as thoroughly perfumed by the 


Absolute. And like Vairocana, Akashadatesvari is white in colour. And 


she's represented in Dakini form. That is to say she's represented with 


loose flowing garments, and long dishevelled hair." 


"Secondly, Locana. Locana is the consort of Aksobhya, the deep blue 


Buddha, the Buddha of the East. And her name means 'The Clear Visioned 


One'. Or literally, 'The One with an Eye.' In Tibetan her name is 


translated as 'Lady of the Bigger Eye,' or 'Lady Possessing the Bigger 


Eye.' And Locana, 'The One with the Eye', is the embodiment of clear 
awareness. She represents, or she embodies, pure simple direct awareness 


of things. And Aksobhya whose consort she is, Aksobhya is especially 


connected with Transcendental Wisdom. He's practically the only Buddha who 
appears in the Sutra of Transcendental Wisdom, especially the one in 
eight-thousand lines; and what does this association suggest? It suggests, 


- there's no wisdom without Awareness. No Awareness without Wisdom. The 


two are inseparably connected. In a sense are different aspects of the 


same spiritual experience. And Locana is light blue in colour." 


"And then thirdly, Mamaki. Mamaki is the consort of Ratnasambhava, the 


yellow Buddha, the Buddha of the South. And her name means, 'Mine Maker.' 


She's the one who makes everything 'Mine', not in of course, a selfish 


egoistic sense, as one is now on the level of Enlightenment; makes 


everything her own. Mamaki is that spiritual attitude that regards 


everything, everyone, as mine, my own. In the sense of my VERY own. Near 


and dear to me. Precious to me. Valuable to me. So Mamaki actually 


xperiences everybody as it were, enjoys everybody. Delights in everybody. 


Rejoices in everybody. Even, one might say, regards everybody as her own 


self. Sees no difference between herself and others. They're all mine. Or 


even 'me'. And her colour is yellow." 


"Fourthly, Pandaravasini. Pandaravasini is the consort of Amitabha, the 


red Buddha, the Buddha of the West. And her name means 'The White Robed 


One.' It suggest one who is as it were, vested in purity. Even, insulated 


by purity. And the imagery here recalls that, which is connected with, the 
fourth Dhyana, the fourth state of meditation. Or higher consciousness. 
You may remember that the Buddha symbolised this by saying that one's 


experience in this Dhyana, this state of higher consciousness, was like 


that of a man who on a hot day, for he was tired and dusty, had taken a 
bath. And after taking a bath. And after taking a bath, of course not 
under a tap, or in a bathroom, but in a beautiful pond, full of lotuses, 


after taking this bath, had come out and wrapped himself in a pure white 


sheet. So this wrapping in a pure white sheet, in the white robe, 


represents as it were the concentration and gradual accumulation of one's 


nergies, especially emotional energies, one's insulation of them from 


possibly harmful outside influences. So Pandaravasini is the White Robed 


One. The one isolated, insulated, from outside influences. And she's light 


red in colour." 


"And fifthly and lastly we come to Tara. Tara is the consort of 


Amoghasiddhi. The deep green Buddha, the Buddha of the North. And her name 


means, 'The One who Ferries Across.' Ferries across the river, ferries 
across the river of birth and death, river of Samsara. And she recalls, in 


her function, the Buddha's 'parable of the raft'. When the Buddha said the 


teaching, the Dharma, is like a raft. It's to help you to get across. 


Across the river of Birth and Death. The name Tara is often translated as 


'Saviouress', but this can be rather misleading, we may say that Tara 


represents the attitude of helping people to help themselves. So these are 


the five so-called female Buddhas. Akashadatesvari - The Sovereign Lady of 


the Sphere of Infinite Space, Locana - the One with the Eye, Mamaki, the 


Min-Maker, Pandaravasini, the White Robed One, and Tara, the Helper, th 


One Who Ferries Across. And these five female Buddhas, together with their 


male counterparts, represent different aspects of the one integral 


Enlightenment experience. An experience which is essentially, in its 


depths, in its essence, an experience of the inseparable two-in-one-ness 


of Wisdom and Love." 


"We come now to the final development in the symbolic pattern with which 


we're concerned tonight. A development which has been anticipated to a 


limited extent in one at least of the previous lectures. We described th 


five male Buddhas, described the five female Buddhas, but they've been 


described, all of them, in just one particular way. Under one particular 


aspect. We've described them all, male and female Buddhas alike, under 


their peaceful aspect. But this is just one aspect. As I mentioned last 


week, in the esoteric Tantras, the Buddhas and Bodhisattvas appear under a 


double aspect. Under two aspects. There's a peaceful aspect, and there's a 


wrathful aspect. So this applies to the five Buddhas too. To the five male 


Buddhas, and the five female Buddhas. So I'm going to say a few words 


about them in their wrathful form and then conclude." 


"These wrathful forms are much less highly individualised than the 


peaceful forms." 


"And in their wrathful forms, the five Buddhas are known as, 'The Five 


Herukas.' That is to say that the five male Buddhas are known as 'The Five 


Herukas.' And they're all named after their respective Buddha families. 


There's the Buddha Heruka, the Vajra Heruka, the Ratna Heruka, the Padma 


Heruka, and the Karma Heruka. And each one is represented as strongly, 

powerfully, even massively built, represented as naked, except for a tiger 
Skin or an elephant hide, and they all wear garlands of human skulls. And 
round their bodies and round their arms are twined snakes." "They usually 


possess at least six arms, sometimes very many more. And each has three 


eyes. Three bulging enflamed eyes. And each has a wrathful expression. And 


they're usually represented as trampling on their foes. Th nemies of the 


Dharma. And as moving violently to the right. And they're surrounded each 


one, by a halo of flames. The Buddha Heruka is dark blue in colour, or 


black. The others are blue, yellow, red and green respectively. Now the 


consort of the Buddha Heruka, the equivalent female Buddha is known simply 


as Crodeshvari, which may be translated as 'Our Lady of Wrath.' And the 


consorts of the other Herukas are also named after their respective Buddha 


families. So one has the Vajra Lady of Wrath, the Jewel Lady of Wrath, the 


Lotus Lady of Wrath, the Action Lady of Wrath, all depicted in the same 


kind of way. They're all depicted naked, or practically naked, of the same 
colour as their consort, but lighter, and as somewhat smaller in size. And 
in each case they cling on to the front of their consort. Sometimes with 


their arms clasped round his neck." 


"Such then we may say, is the symbolism of the Five Buddhas, the male and 


the female, the peaceful and the wrathful. Such, one of the most 
important, one of the most beautiful and meaningful patterns in the whole 
range of the Tantra; a pattern that organises part at least, of the riches 
of the Tantra into a form that we can appreciate and perhaps assimilate. 


And in the midst of all these forms, while envisaging, even visualising 


these forms, we must never forget that all of them, whether male or 


female, peaceful or wrathful, all of these symbols represent different 


aspects of the Enlightenment experience. Different aspects of Buddhahood. 


Must never forget that they all embody spiritual experiences, are th 


product indeed of spiritual experiences. If we remember this, that these 


symbols embody spiritual experiences, then perhaps we shall be able to 
respond to them, if we respond to them we shall be helped by them. We 


shall be helped in fact, we may say, by all the creative symbols of the 


Tantric Path to Enlightenment."
